Wayne Ferguson, 43, of 
Route 1 West Liberty died 
at 9:40 p.m. Sunday in Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Medical 
Center, Lexington, of injuries 
sustained in a wreck near 
Flaze early Sunday morning. 

Ferguson, an employee of 
Licking River Limestone Co., 
was a passenger in an auto 
driven by Johnny Watkins, 
23, of Blaze, which wrecked 
about 1:30 a.m. Sunday when 
the auto failed to negotiate 
a turn at the intersection of 
KY-976 and the Blaze Road, 
about nine and a half miles 
north of West Liberty. 

The vehicle—a late model 
I- lymouth—burned. 

Ferguson suffered a broken 
neck and Watkins received a 
broken hip and abrasions. 
Phillip Lewis, 17, also a 
passenger in the car, also 
suffered cuts and abrasions 
and suspected internal in¬ 
juries. 

All were rushed to St. Claire 
Medical Center, Morehead, by 
Morgan Ambulance Service. 
Ferguson was sent on to the 
Lexington hospital, but Wat-! 
kins and Lewis remain in St. 
Claire Medical Center where 
their condition is listed as 
satisfactory. 

Funeral services for Mr. | 
Ferguson were conducted at j 
2 p.m. Wednesday at the i 
Grassy Lick Baptist Church 
by Rev. Ruszell Brown, Rev. 
Arlie N i c k e 11 and Rev. 
Fugene Haney. Burial was 
in the Gressy Lick Ceme¬ 
tery under the direction of 
Herald and Stewart Funeral 
Home.

’.veil in eastern Elliott county 
.-.lid Wednesday they were 
down past 9.250 feet; then 
idditted "We re lost, we don’t 
know where we are or how 
1 much further down we will 
have to go o hit basement.’ 

“But we are going to the 
basement wherever it is,’’ said 
Bieck Strickland, Monitor's 
cliv’ision engineer. 

Slim Ray’s rotary drill bit 
hit a shale-like substat.ee last 
week at about 8.670 feet, but 
the shale was less than 100 
feet thick. Then the drill hit 
the hard dolomite or basal 
.and again, and was slowed 
to about one foot every 12 
or 15 minutes. 

“We are lost in this terri¬ 
tory; we've hit something no¬ 
body seems to know anything 
about. And it’s deeper now 
than anyone expected,'’ Strick¬ 
land said Wednesday. 

“We may have to go to 10.- 
000 feet," Strickland added. 

Meanwhile, scouts for many 
of the other big oil and gas 
companies continued to keep 
a close watch on the deep- 
test. And trading in leases 
continued. 

Strickland said his company 
had purchased another 4.000 
acres in Lawrence county 
irom Crate Rice and James 
Trimble, adjoining the 11,400 
acres they purchased from 
Rice and Trimble a few weeks 
ago, majority on the head 
t>f Caines Creek and Cam 
Creek in western Lawrence. 

The deep-test is being drill¬ 
ed on the Cecil Ison farm 
at Stephens at the mouth of 
Ison Creek on Little Fork, 
through a farmout agreement 
with Ashland Oil, which ori¬ 
ginally owned the lease, and 
two other oil companies. 

Drillers hit a good flow of 
gas below the St. Peter at 
: bout 4,600 feot. This was 
cased off and drilling was 
continued. 

One reason the Monitor well 
i: attracting to much interest 
among oil and gas companies 
is because it is trie first time 
drillers have hit gas in the

4 Bernic W. Whitt, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Bernie Wh'tt of 
Redwine, recently was presented 
the Army Commendation Med.il 
for heroism in South Vietnam. 
The medal with V device was 
the second Commendation Medal 
awarded Whitt since his arrival 
in Vietnam July 15, 1969. 

The medal was presented for 
“heroism in connection with 
military operations against a 
hostile force” in Vietnam on 
Nov. 13, 1969 According to the 
citation, Whitt who was then a 
private, “put on extremely ac¬ 
curate suppressive fire while 
under heavy attack” from North 
Vietnamese regulars, who were 
attempting to penetrate the peri¬ 
meter of Co. A. 1st Battalion of 
the 61st Infantry. 

“Several times during the 
night-time battle, ammunition 
supplies became dangerously 
low and Pfc. Whilt maneuvered 
through intense fire to resupply 
Ills comrades,” the citation con¬ 
tinued. "He then took it upon 
himself to treat wounds of his 
injured comrades and remove 
them to safety. Pfc. Whitt's cou¬ 
rage was instrumental in repell¬ 
ing the enemy and holding casu¬ 
alties to a minimum.” 

Whitt received a shrapnH 
wound in the eye during the 
fight. Now a Specialist 4, Whitt 
is a postal clerk at Quan Tri. 
He expects to return to the 
States this month.

Sgt. Rupe, a scout dog 
handler with the 1st Calvary 
Division (Airmobile), remain¬ 
ed in Cambodia until he con¬ 
tracted malaria on June 16. 

He will return to tho States

The Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture has proclaimed July 27- 
31 as dates for a mail referen¬ 
dum on 1971 wheat market¬ 
ing quotas. This is to comply 
with the Agriculture Adjust¬ 
ment Act, as amended. County 
ASCS offices about a week 
before the referendum will 
mail wheat program informa¬ 
tion to wheat producers, along 
with a balot and voting in¬ 
structions to each owner of 
a farm allotment. Marketing 
cuotas must be appointed by 
a two-thirds or more vote.

Excessive noise may contri¬ 
bute to high blood pressure, 
heart attack, schizophrenia and 
susceptibility to infection, says 
the National Society for Medi¬ 
cal Research.

A Severance Tax Needed On Coal 


DEEP-DRILLING PREDICTION 
—This newspaper on June 20 of 
i960 predicted a round of deep- 
drilling in Eastern Kentucky to 
test the deeper formations for 
oil and gas reserves. We noted 
then that Amerada was drilling 
a deep-test in Pulaski county 
r.nd Texaco in Clark, and that 
Slim Ray of London was rigging 


Harry Caudill, Whitesburg attorney, author 
and conservationist, spoke recently at an en 
vironmental workshop, and again urged his 
fellow Kentuckians to get behind this three- 
point program on a state and national level— 

Prohibit strip mining where reclamation 
can no! occur, in the sense that restoration of 
land to the original condition is impossible. 

Permit strip mining where reclamation 
is feasible, on condition that the work be done 
immediately and completely. 

Impose a severance tax in extraction of 
minerals and put the proceeds in a trust fund 
to finance restoration of already-devastated 
land known as orphan banks. 

For too long the big eastern corporations 
have taken away our natural resources, par¬ 
ticularly coal, without contributing in taxes 


anything comparable to the wealth they ob¬ 
tained by denuding the land. The coal they 
have taken from Kentucky cannot be replaced. 
It would have been only fair to the state and 
to the landowners for the corporations to pay 
3 severance tax on each ton of coal removed 
from Kentucky soil. 

And now with coal in short supply and 
prices nearly double what it sold for a few 
years ago. strip mining is being expanded in 
nearly every coal county. Strip mining not 
only takes out the natural resource of the land 
Icoal) but it ravishes the land and contamin¬ 
ates the streams with acid water. Which is 
all the more reason a severance tax should he 
imposed by the legislature, and quickly. 

Mr. Caudill's three-point program on coal 
mining is one all Kentuckians should work 
for.

Ky., 
and Charleston, W. Va., and will 
be administered by the Tech 
Foundation of the West Virginia 
Institute of Technology. 

OEO said the program is the 
first attempt to provide com¬ 
prehensive legal services to Ap¬ 
palachian poor people.

The state cigarette tax was 
increased by one-half cent per 
package on July 1 and the 
federal income tax surtax be¬ 
came ldstory. 

Effective July 1, the beginn¬ 
ing of the 1970-71 fiscal year, 
Kentucky will collect 2.5 
cents of each package of 
cigarettes. The half-cent in¬ 
crease will go for tobacco re¬ 
search at the University of 
Kentucky. 

Tho 5 per cent surcharge 
on federal income taxes ex¬ 
pired at midnight, June 30. 
Last January, the surtax was 
reduced from 10 per cent to 
5 per cent. 

The cigarette tax increase 
was one of several revenue 
measures enacted by the 1970 
General Assembly which be¬ 
came effective July 1. Last 
week several other laws 
passed by the Assembly went 
into effect. 

As of June 25, it is manda¬ 
tory that motor vehicles 
have rear brakelights. Ken¬ 
tucky formerly had this law, 
but it was repealed by mis¬ 
take several years ago during 
a legislative session. 

Motorcycle riders now also 
can obtain a license. Until last 
week, it was necessary for a 
motorcylist to have a driver's . 
licenses, which then could be | 
endorsed for the operation of 
a motorcycle. The new law 
also provides for a learner's 
permit for operating a motor-1 


cycle. Until last week, this was 
not available. 

Other laws which went into 
effect include: 

Making malnutrition of 
children a punishable offense 
under tho state’s child-abuse 
law. 

Lowering to 18 the age 
which persons are eligible 
to serve on juries. Until last 
week, the age limit was 21. 

Requiring custom paint- 
sprayers to be licensed. 

Allowing teachers to accumu¬ 
late thair 10 days annual sick 
leave up to 60, rather than 
the previous limit of 20. 

Permitting cities and coun¬ 
ties to contract with private 
organizations to provide am¬ 
bulance service or to operate 
them with private firms. 

Allowing city, county and 
state police officers to carry 
their weapons at all times 
provided they receive authori¬ 
zation by the respective city 
and county governments. 

Adding a penalty of $50 to 
$500 fine for the conviction of 
carrying a concealed deadly 
weapon. Under the old law, 
the penalty authorized was 
two to five years in prison. 
Now, conviction may carry 
both the prison term and 
the fine. 

Allowing physicians to treat 
minors for venereal diseases 
without first obtaining per¬ 
mission of their parents.
